Despite our efforts toward improvement in the care, feeding 
and breeding of animals, and in the production of feed, the reccrd 
shows that our nation, and the other great beef-producing nations 
of the world, have not kept pace with the human demand for beef. 

Some of the instances in evidence are amazing indeed. There 
is the case of Argentina—historically and traditionally the land of 
plenty of beef. For years, Argentina has been the world’s largest 
exporter of beef. We have thought of the Argentine as the almost 
unlimited producer of beef for export. And so it was! But there 
have been some changes. We find that in 1948-49 Argentina’s beef 
exports had dropped to about 80% of the pre-war volume. In 1949, 
the Argentines consumed 240 pounds of meat per capita. In 1950, 
the figure dropped to 232 pounds per capita. 

Then, things became acute indeed. Black markets flourished 
openly. And, in Buenos Aires, at the big Linier’s Markets, cattle 
receipts dropped from 20,000 head a day in February of 1950, to 
4,000 per day in December of 1951. And that’s not all! 

Believe it or not, on February the 21st, 1952, the government 
of Argentina—the land of lots of beef—imposed that the country 
should observe a meatless day every week. This, in a country which 
had produced enough meat for every citizen to eat as much as 240 
pounds a year, as was the case in 1949. This, in a country, the 
mention of which evokes images of high platters of juicy meats! 
But—the worst was yet to come! 

Believe it, if you can—on last February the 28th, the govern- 
ment of Argentina imposed that the entire population of the Ar- 
gentine observe two meatless days a week! 


With the news of such pressure on the erstwhilely—limitless 
Argentine beef production, you will not be surprised to hear that 
Uruguay’s exportable surplus has fallen from a 100,000 tons pre- 
war average, to a present estimated 50,000 tons; Brazil—85,000 
tons to 20,000; Australia—from 100,000 tons to 65,000; New Zea- 


land—from 45,000 to 35,000! The decrease in the amount of ex- 
portable beef is all over the globe. The exportable beef of the

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world has shrunk from an average of 780,000 tons in 1939, ’40 and 
’41, to 470,000 tons as of last reports. 

In Cuba, there is no exportable surplus—and not enough beef 
to supply the Cuban demand. : 


Now, what about the United States? What about us? Well, 
beefwise—as well as otherwise—we’re in a Hell-of-a-fix! 


During the past devade, our population has increased 16 per 
cent. But our meat production has gone up only 9 per cent. As of 
now, we are growing in population at the rate éf 7,000 people a 
day. Even if that ratio of increase does not increase, we will still 
have 20,000,000 more people to feed by 1960—not too far off, un- 
fortunately. And our production is going down, not up! 


In the United States, production decreased from 490 head of 
beef cattle per one thousand persons in 1918, to 371 head per one 
thousand persons in 1950—a drop of over 24 per cent. Last year, 
our cattle slaughter was the lowest in a decade. 


Well, .. . What’s the matter with all this? 


Part of the matter is due to expanding populations and ex- 
panding economics which have increased the pressure on agricul- 
ture and the livestock industry to supply food for a bigger populace 
and a better-eating world. At times droughts have had their in- 
fluence. These might be called acts of God. But there is another 
reason which is no act of God! It is an act of government which 
has cramped and restricted producers in the U. S. and other coun- 
tries. It is government-regulated and artificial price control! 


Let’s see what happened to Argentina—the big beef-producing 
nation which now has two meatless days a week. 

Argentina has had a long history of government controls in 
the cattle business—dating back to 1926. From 1946 onwards con- 
trols were intensified. And since 1950, the government controlled 
Institute of Argentine Producers has exercised complete control 
over the industry, setting livestock prices and minimum export 
prices, establishing basic grades, and has even taken over some 
packing plants. At times, the government established municipal 
distributive outlets to sell meat at “official” prices. Ceiling restric- 
tions limiting cattle prices to a 9 to 10 cents, and, then, to 13 cents, 
level at all major markets was imposed during 1950-51. But there 
was no adjusting of the wholesale and retail ceilings—and the pack- 
ers and retailers were caught in an impossible squeeze. More and 
more beef moved through the black market. There was chaos—and 
not enough beef, and too much confusion—all to the distraction of 
the producer. Slaughter weights fell from an average of 1,000 
and 1,100 pounds per animal to 800 and 850 pounds. And this ac- 
counts for the fact that the total meat production of Argentina has 
declined, even though the number of (Please turn to page 158

Ohio Breeder Picked His Bull, Then the Cows 


TOP HERD of cattle has been described 

as one that always has room for an- 
other good bull. This description could be 
stretched to include another good female or 
two and it would fit the operations of Den- 
Mor Farms at Wilmington, Ohio. For “that 
other good one” has been the foundation 
formula which has carried the Paul Dennis 
herd to national prominence in a_ short 
period of years. 

Starting in 1950 an Ohio grand champion 
female has been produced at Den-Mor; in 
1951 a small group of young cattle from this 
herd captured four firsts and a reserve 
championship at the International. Also in 
1951 a young bull captured the junior cham- 
pionship of the National show at Memphis. 
This year that bull, Black Bardolier of Den- 
Mor, now under the colors of Great Oaks 
Stock Farms of Michigan, was supreme 
champion of the Futurity, junior champion 
at Ohio and junior and grand champion at 
Michigan. This year’s junior champion bull 
at Indiana and Ohio carried the Den-Mor 
colors. And there are many other good ones. 


While the present Den-Mor herd traces 
back to late January of 1948 Paul Dennis 
has been breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
1942. The original herd, assembled 
from a variety of sources, was sold, intact, 
in 1947. “There were a lot of good cattle in 
that group,” the Ohio breeder recalls, “but 
the breeding and uniformity didn’t stack up 
to what I realized I wanted as I got farther 
into the business.”

The second start by Den-Mor Farms cen- 
tered around the search for “the bull”. Aft- 
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er the bull was found the females would be 
added to match him in pedigree and individ- 
uality, it was decided. In late January of 
1948 the bull was located at Angus Valley 
Farms at Tulsa, Oklahoma. He was Prince 
Peer A. V., one of the first sons offered of 
the great breeding bull, Prince Sunbeam 
105th. He was a youngster with a world of 
style, flash and masculinity; a tightly made, 
thick muscled kind of a bull. His cost was 
$15,000 in the Angus Valley production sale 
that year. We well recall the grin on the 
face of the Ohio breeder as he took a good- 
natured kidding about having a bull for 
every cow on the place. “I was pretty well 
fixed for bulis at the time, trying to find 
the right one, and there were only nine cows 
on the farm so I guess they could see some 
humor in the situation.” 

By being well fixed with bulls at the time 
the Ohio breeder could hav2 mentioned that 
two of the sires on the farm at the time 
were not “just bulls” but unusually good 
and well bred. specimens—Prince Eric Fs- 
quire, for one, who went on to win an Inter- 
national reserve grand championship and 
Bar Prince of Sunbeam, who was also a top 
breeding bull. 

The nine cow herd at the time of the 
arrival of Prince Peer A. V. has been rem- 
edied considerably. Today there are 75 
brood cows, plus young things coming along. 
The new herd was assembled to go with the 
new herd sire. And while individuality was 
not overlooked more attention was paid to 
pedigree and breeding than in the first at- 
tempt. No one can find anything wrong with 
a cow herd that is made up of Blackcap 


Bessie, Fannie Bess, Anoka Barbara, Black- 
cap Missie, Blueblood Lady, Edwina, Erian- 
na, Gammer, Georgina, Zara, McHenry Bar- 
bara, Miss Wix, Witch of Endor, Rosemere 
Barbara, Juana Erica, Maid of Bummers, 
Black Jestress, Chimera, Eulima and En- 
quiry Dell families. 

One of the best producing strains in the 
herd, and one which Den-Mor has more than 
a dozen representatives, is the Fannie Bess. 
Glencarnock Eric of Cremona, the 1940 In- 
ternational grand champion bull, was out of 
a Fannie Bess dam. In fact this great cow, 
Fannie Bess of Ada, produced only one 
daughter—Cremona Bessie. She, and her 
daughter by the 1941 champion, Wintonier 
4th, are the two foundation cows of the Den- 
Mor strain of Fannie Bess females. Glen- 
earnock Eric of Cremona was known as the 
bull with the near perfect quarters and tail 
setting. That part’ of this thickness came 
through his dam is evidenced by the Fannie 
Bess cattle seen in the Den-Mor herd. Both 
heifers’ and bulls out of this strain of cattle 
carry unusually good quarters, with great 
width at the pin bones. The $35,000 Great 
Oaks many-times champion, Black Bardolier 
of Den-Mor, is out of the Fannie Bess foun- 
dation cow by Wintonier 4th. He, too, pos- 
sesses a great quarter—along with other 
outstanding points from end to end. 

The Great Oaks bull has as his sire Black- 
cap Bardolier, a son of Black Bardolier out

Taylor Brothers are Working Toward a Top Herd

enna MISSOURI is a versatile 


country, agriculturally. Its rich delta 
soil, and its climate, makes it the northern- 
most outpost of the cotton belt. Soy beans 
and corn are big crops and yield well. This 
same rich soil also produces good grass and 
legumes. 

It is in this section of Missouri that the 
Taylor Brothers of Essex are establishing a 
new Aberdeen-Angus herd. Their first in- 
troduction to most breeders was in the 1951 
Penney & James sale when they bought the 
top females of that auction. Since that time 
they have been laying in some other tops. 

The Taylor Brothers—Tom, Charles, Ho- 
ward and Jim—are the third generation of 
their family to farm in this country. Grand- 
father Taylor came to southeast Missouri 
from Tennessee and with axe and grubbing 
hoe cleared the sandy loam-and-gumbo land 
by hand. To each of his five sons he left an 
improved farm. 

The firm of Taylor Brothers is a closely 
knit organization with each of the four spe- 
cializing in some phase of the business. Tom 
specializes in the machine end of the oper- 


soy beans and the sizable corn and cotton 
acreage. Jim, the youngest, a graduate of 
the University of Missouri, keeps close tab 
on the fertility needs of the big acreage 
farmed. All land is tested and fertilizer add- 
ed according to known deficiencies. As a 
further economy, and because of the ton- 
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nage used, they buy their soil chemicals 
separated and do their own mixing. Charles 
and Howard, in addition to crops and pas- 


tures, are mainly concerned with the man- 
agement of the cow herd, However, all of 
the brothers have an interest in the Doddies.

Cattle and the prepotency of an Angus 
bull are not new on the extensive Taylor 
acres. Commercial cattle were brought on 
the farms many years ago by their father. 
The elder Taylor, while retired from active 
management of the home farm, still keeps a 
close tab on what is happening. 

“Cotton, corn and soy beans have been 
paying crops for quite a few years,” How- 
ard Taylor commented on the cloudy spring 
day the farms were visited. “However, we 
have been looking ahead to the day when 
prices might not be as good and controls 
would be in effect. So two years ago we de- 
cided to go into the Angus business and put 
more of the land into grass.”, . 

In talking over the cattle deal the Taylors 


jlecided that if they went into pure breds 


it would be on a quality basis. “We figured 
that a good commercial herd would be better 
than merely having some registered cows 
wihtout too much back of them. If it was to 
be pure breds they should be good ones.” 

Buying has been done on that basis. How- 
ever, the average investment in the present 
herd of around 60 has not been excessive. 
Their aim is a registered herd of around 
150 head. 

Included in the present Taylor herd are 
five top daughters by Eileenmere 487th and 
four daughters of Eileenmere 999th. The 
first Doddies in the Taylor herd came from

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cently from my good friend Donald 

an of famed Ballintomb, On-the-Spey, 
Scotland. He tells me of his experiences as 
judge at the recent great Palermo show of 
the Argentine.

Although it 
has been nine years since I last acted as 
judge at Palermo I can readily visualize the 
progress which Mr. Allan reports. In no 
other place have I observed the enthusiasm 
for the promotion of Angus cattle that I 
saw manifest in Argentina during my two 
visits there, nor do I know of another spot 
where conditions are more favorable for 
producing Angus cattle at their best than 
the ultra fertile Pampas country advan- 


\ N INTERESTING LETTER came re- 
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us and our European allies in opposing com- 
munistic aggression. 

In order that my readers may better un- 
derstand why I attach so much importance 
to our maintaining most cordial relations 
with Argentina, I should like to present a 
picture of that country as it appears to me. 
And in doing so I shall draw upon my mem- 
ory of my extensive and pleasant visits to 
many of the vast estancias of the Pampas 
upon which some of the finest herds of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle I have ever seen any 
place are maintained in connection with 
large scale commercial operations in which 
the Angus breed predominates. 

It is of interest to know that the agricul- 
tural possibilities of Argentina and the 
United States are on a close parallel. In fact, 
we are rivals in the production of such im- 
portant necessities as livestock, corn, flax 
seed and practically all kinds of fruit. Ar- 
gentina affords an unusual variety of cli- 


southern Mexico to bleakly cold Winnepeg, 
Canada, and Buenos Aires would be on the 
latitude of Cape Hatteros, And as it is not 
generally known, Argentina lies East of the 
longitude of New York City. And the An- 
dean border between Argentina and Chile is 
directly south of Boston, But perhaps the 
reversal of latitudes and seasons south of 
the equator affords the most striking con- 
trast in a geographical sense between our 
two countries. For example, it is difficult 
for us to think of Christmas in mid-summer, 
Easter at the beginning of Autumn and the 
fourth of July in mid-winter. Then try to 
visualize, if you can, these contrasts. In 
Argentina it is from the north that the hot 
winds blow in summer and from the south 
the cold winds of winter. The September 
equinox introduces spring with its profusion 
of flowers and its sprouting crops. And 
November finds Argentina’s golden summer 
sunshine at its height. And during sultry

tageously located to the beautiful city of 
Buenos Aires with its population of nearly 
five million people. 

Remembering as I do the warm hearted 
hospitality extended to Mrs. Battles and 
myself at the time of our first visit in 1940 
and again in 1943, and with the knowledge 
that we still have some very good friends in 
that country, it is extremely difficult for me 
to understand the resentment which, accord- 
ing to newspaper and radio reports, the 
Argentines now hold against the United 
States.

And it is my earnest hope that whatever 
breach of friendship may now exist will 
soon be healed. It is important that our 
hemispheric neighbors, of which Argentina 
is the most powerful and probably the most 
influential, should be solidly aligned with

matic and soil conditions. Its scenic beauty 
is also greatly diversified. It has majestic 
mountains as well as wide slow flowing 
rivers. Its green pastures and golden fields 
stretch to the horizon in every direction. 
The foreigner visiting this land, particularly 
after he learns to drink “mate” as the Criol- 
los drink it and who admires the superb 
horsemanship of the goucho, is likely to 
have difficulty in getting the spell of this 
environment out of his blood. 


To get a better idea of the agricultural 
possibilities of Argentina one should know 
something of its geography. It is more than 
one-third the size of the United States and 
occupies the entire south half of the South 
American continent except for a narrow 
strip west of the Andes which is Chile and 
the very small republic of Uraguay on the 
East. If Argentina were placed on the North 
American map in reversed position, cor- 
responding to the reversed latitudes and 
seasons, it would extend from tropical 


December the streets and beautiful avonidas 
of Buenos Aires are practically deserted be- 
cause the city dwellers, wha can afford it, 
have sought the cooler air of the famous 
seaside resort of Mar del Plata, a city of 
over two hundred thousand, situated direct- 
ly on the Atlantic ocean, the name of which 
I understand has now been changed to Eva 
Peron. 

Argentina’s agricultural wealth is pro- 
duced from less than ten percent of its total 
area or approximately sixty million acres. 
The life and wealth of the nation is concen- 
trated in an area not larger than three of 
our most important cornbelt states. This is 
the expanse of almost unbelievable fertile 
plains that have become famous the world 
over as the Pampas, These verdant, treeless 
plains, devoid of stone or gravel, and with 
a top black soil of eleven feet, extend in a 
semi-circle around Buenos Aires (the sec- 
ond most important seaport in the Western 
hemisphere excelled only by New York) 
with an average radius of three hundred 
fifty miles. This rich area is served by a net 
work of excellent railroads which reach out 
from Buenos Aires as the spokes from the 
hub of a wheel which makes for ideal mar- 
keting facilities for the products of the soil. 


The whole Pampas country is less than 
one fifth the nation’s total area, yet it pro- 
duces ninety per cent of the grain and over 
sixty per cent of the livestock of the coun- 
try. And this part of the Argentine is the 
home of practically all the fine registered 
herds of beef cattle for which Argentina is 
famous. Shorthorns predominate but the 
Angus are now running them a very close 
second and gaining fast. 

There is a peculiar fascination about the 
Pampas stretching level and unbroken to

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Dear Dick: 


When I write this I feel like the eligible bachelor who wrote to 
a new female acquaintance—“Dear Mabel, Honorable Judge and 
Jury”, I take no more responsibility for these articles than you do.

Packing is a frustrating chore. Do I need a dressing gown?

The Minnesota Farmer—cattleman, philosopher and world 
traveler—commenced his varied and adventuresome exploits in 
Goodhue county, Minnesota, in 1902. Spending the first 18 years 
of his life in a farming capacity, Harold P. Groven vowed that he 
would rather be a street cleaner than a barley beard farmer. Tak- 
ing up the urban life (he did NOT become a street sweeper) he 
completed his education and entered the public finance business. 
To put it precisely, “it took the boy from the farm but could not 
take the farm out of the boy,” and as a result he found himself back 
on the farm in 1934 with a small herd of Angus cows. This herd, 
started as a hobby in connection with regular farming operations 
at Huntley, soon grew into a practical investment, due both to the 
times and the ability of the Angus to support themselves as well as 
the farm. 


Once back in the farming business, in addition to Angus cattle, 
Groven organized the Martin county breeders’ association, an asso- 
ciation for all types of livestock breeding. As president of the 
Martin county soil conservation league, he helped to sponsor and 
organize soil conservation projects throughout the area. He is also 
a past director of the Farm Bureau and past secretary of the fair 
board as well as past president of the Rotary, the second farmer to 
enter the Rotary in Minnesota. 


Starting his cattle operations with 14 head, he kept his eye on 
milking qualities and commercial (Please turn to page 148

Be Fair to Your Herd 


Almost every time we visit with a group 
of breeders someone stateg that his cattle 
do net owe him one red cent. By this they 
mean that the normal increase in the herd 
has resulted in selling enough surplus cattle 
to return the original investment and pay 
all costs of care for the herd since it was 
founded, and that the remaining cattle rep- 
resent little, or no, cash investment, and for 
the herds that have been established for a 
period of years that is as it should be, and 
the time required for the surplus cattle to 
return all investment has been shorter the 
past few seasons due to the increased valu- 
ations placed on breeding stock on account 
of the heavy demand for more Aberdeen- 
Angus seed stock. 


Like many breeders your herd may not 
owe you a cent today. But, What Do You 
Owe Your Cattle? You certainly want your 
surplus cattle to return the greatest amount 
of revenue and you ‘would like to be able to 
dispose of the animals at private treaty, 
right off the farm with the least.amount of 
expense involved on your part. 


This can be done, and is being done by 
many breeders today. However, most all of 
the herds are located off the main highways 
of this nation and we wonder sometimes just 
how many prospective buyers have often 
passed within a few minutes driving time 
of available stock, but did not stop because 
they did net know where to find these herds, 
nor even knew there was a herd near. It is 
only fair to your tattle to let it be known 
where you are located, what you have to sell 
and to inform as many folks as possible of 
these pertinent facts. 


During the last two years we have added 
over 6,000 brand new readers to the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal, this means a large 
number of active buyers joining the frater- 
nity. It also means that if you have not ad- 
vertised your herd during the past two 
years that a very large potential number of 
buyers know nothing about your cattle, and

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the best way to keep in touch with this in- 
creasing number of new prospective buyers 
is to carry a consistent advertising program 
with the breed paper and to utilize some 
form of roadside sign to direct visitors to 
your gate. 


We realize that there are many breeders 
who feel they can not compete with the 
larger advertisers. No one expects the 
smaller herds to carry such representation 
in the advertising columns, but it is cer- 
tainly the smaller herds, more so then the 
well-known outfits, that need to carry on an 
advertising program to promote the sale of 
their surplus cattle. This program should be, 
and must be, designed to fit the needs of the 
particular herd involved. A program that is 
not expensive, but one the herd can main- 
tain, and a program that is adequate need 
not be elaborate. 


Advertising is an investment, and as such 
it grows in value with the passing of time. 
You are, or should be, just as interested in 
the sale of cattle in the future as you are 
today, and we all know that the more pro- 
motion a herd has the more likely it is that 
future business will be drawn to your farm. 


Want $ave Money? 


Let’s be frank about it. You are no doubt 
facing the highest income tax to date when 
you start to figure your 1952 return. You 
are, or should be, interested in any invest- 
ment that can be legally made in 1952 that 
will be a tax-wise saving and also be a ben- 
efit to you in the future operation of your 
herd. 


Promotional advertising is an item that 
you should consider. Consistent advertising 
is an investment that grows in value from 
month to month, and it is an item of farm 
expense that may be deducted from your 
1952 farm income when figuring your next 
tax blank. 


You make a two-fold savings when you 
purchase your 1953 advertising in 1952. By 
contracting for advertising in twelve con- 
secutive issues and prepaying the contract 
you make a cash discount savings of 7%% 
on the total amount of advertising pur- 
chased, and if this prepayment is made be- 
fore the end of 1952 it is a legal deduction 
for this current year’s expense.

N the last article we saw how the custom 
[* leaving the gleanings in the field for 
the poor was observed by the farmers of 
the early biblical days. If we turn to the 
twenty-fourth chapter of Job we find a de- 
scription of the poor ‘and how they went 
about gathering food. The scripture says, 
“they turn the needy out of the way, (and 
that) the poor of the earth hide themselves 
together.” That is,.all the poor are compel- 
led to hide from thieves who would come 
and take away the little food they had gath- 
ered together. These people went out into 
the wilderness in their work of seeking 
eagerly for food for their children. They 
hunted for the harvest of wild vegetation 
and for roots and herbs. Such coarse food as 
the open field supplied, and the scanty 
gleanings of the vineyards, was their only 
sustenance. 

This story reminds me of the years 1945- 
46, when I was a chaplain in the armed 
forces in Germany. Because of the great 
shortage of food in Germany at that time, 
I have seen the people go in large numbers 
into the forests to seek for mushrooms and 
other edible wild fruits. It was also quite 
common to see the people harvesting the 
grass which grew voluntarily along the 
roadside, with which to feed their only cow 
or horse. So we might say that times have 
not changed too much, in some respects, 
since the biblical days. At least there are 
some striking similarities in ancient and 
modern life, which tend to prove that the 
natural laws of the universe are eternal and 
unchangeable. If we look at the evidence 
found in the scriptures, we can see that a 
great deal of the poverty at that time was 
caused by war and strife, as was that in 
Germany at the end of World War II. In 
Job 4:8 we read, “they that plow iniquity, 
and sow wickedness, reap the same.” 

The book of Job also gives a description 
of the misery of the homeless outeasts, who 
were driven into the rocks and mountains, 
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Times have not changed too much, in some respects, 
since the biblical days. Atleast there are some strik- 
ing similarities in ancient and modern life, which 
tend to prove that the natural laws of the universe 
are eternal and unchangeable. 


unsheltered from the pitiless storms, and 
who found it very difficult to save them- 
selves and their children from starvation. 
The outeasts, lean with hunger like the wild 
animals in the desert, had to search dili- 
gently for the small bits of food on which 
to keep body and soul together. They reaped 
by night in the field, because they were 
driven to theft (from rich and poor alike) 
to get food. “They lie all night naked with- 
out clothing, and have no covering in the 
cold.” These outcasts often stole corn and 
made oil and wine at the expense of the 
farmer. Today, in some parts of the world, 
there are robber bands which operate in 
much the same manner as these described 
by Job. Job said these people might prosper 
for a season, but in the final analysis they 
would receive just retribution for their 
wrong doing. In Job’s words, “they are ex- 
alted for a little while, but are gone and 
brought low; they are taken out of the way 
as all other, and cut off as the tops of the 
ears of corn.” In other words, God permits 
wickedness to prosper for a season, but 
when it reaches maturity it is cut off as are 
ripe ears of corn. Many Egyptian wall- 
paintings show that the ripe corn was cut 
just below the ears instead of near the 
ground as with us, and the straw was 
ploughed under. Thus, it would appear to be 
an undeniable truth “that man will always 
reap what he sows and cultivates.” 

Later we find the prophet Jeremiah quite 
perplexed by the prosperity of the wicked, 
but God tells him that “they have sown 
wheat, but shall reap thorns,” and that they 
shall not profit by their wickedness. 

Psalm 126 states that, “they that sow in 
tears shall reap in joy,” and “he that goeth 
forth and weepeth, bearing precious seed, 
shall doubtless come again with rejoicing, 
bringing his sheaves with him.” There is a 
proverb which says “sow in tears, reap with 
ringing cries.” However, the above refer- 
ence by the psalmist is probably to the 


great difficulties amid which the pioneers of 
the return from exile had to work. The word 
“weepeth” is suggestive of the patient labor 
of the sower, and the word “precious” 
should be translated “handful.” The sower 
carried the seed in a cloth tied to his body— 
this cloth full was called a “handful.” A 
patient, faityful sower of good seeds in life 
will certainly reap a rich’ harvest of per- 
sonal inner satisfaction! But those who sow 
iniquity shall reap calamity! 

We read in the book of Ecclesiastes, “he 
that observeth the wind shall not sow, and 
he that regardeth the clouds shall not reap.” 
In other words, man’s knowledge is limited, 
while God’s purposes are unquestionable. 
Winds, clouds and the whole ordering of na- 
ture are God’s. We must submit to His uni- 
versal laws, and do our daily work, and leave 
the results to God. We must have a gen- 
uine faith in the supreme forces of God’s 
universe which create, govern and preserve 
all things. 

The prophet Hosea used the agricultural 
terms of sowing and reaping when he re- 
proved and threatened Israel for her idola- 
try. He said that God would take Ephraim 
(Israel) away from the easy work of thresh- 
ing and would make her plough and harrow. 
In other words, the comfort and liberty 
which Israel had abused should be ex- 
changed for servitude and suffering. The 
metaphor of ploughing leads to that of sow- 
ing and reaping. Thus, Hosea used it to 
make another appeal for repentance, and 
the living of a better life. In the past they 
had devoted themselves to iniquity, and they 
were now beginning to reap the consequ- 
ences. If they would now devote themselves 
to righteousness they would receive mercy. 
Hosea said, “you have plowed wickedness, 
you have reaped iniquity; you have eaten 
the fruit of lies: because you have trusted 
in your large number of strong men.” Hu- 
man strength is not always enough! There

BEEF ON THE MENU 

The prospects for beef are bright. Top 
quality beef (grain fed) now is coming to 
market in better than average seasonal sup- 
ply and supplies are expected to increase 
still further during the months ahead. 

If producers continue to build up their 


cattle herds, as they have during the first 
half of the year, America will have the 
largest supply of beef in history next year. 

Grass fed cattle, beef which ig fed entire- 
ly on the grass ranges of the West, also is 
coming to market in increasing quantities. 

All of this means that there will be a wide 
variety of beef cuts on the market from 
which the homemaker may choose—porter- 
house steak if her pocketbook permits, 
chopved beef if her budget calls for 
economy. 

As there are always good buys in beef, 
the wise horxemaker will be on the lookout 
for the specials which her meat dealer has 
to offer. : 

Many homemakers, especially new brides, 
shy away from using the less known, thrift- 
ier cuts of beef, such as short ribs, flank 
steaks and pot roasts. Although they re- 
member with nostalgia the tender pot roasts 
and savory beef stews their mothers used to 
make, they lack confidence in preparing 
these cuts themselves. 

Actually, there is only one thing to re- 
member in cooking these less tender, thrift- 
ier cuts of beef. For complete tenderization, 
they need moisture and long slow cooking. 
It’s as simple as that.

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OLITICAL PROMISES to cut the bud- 

get are going to be hard to carry out, 
regardless of the next President’s party af- 
filiation. Budget cuts are standard fodder— 
in party platforms and during campaigns. 

The fact remains, however, that circum- 
stances decide whether budgets are cut, 
rather than men. That’s not to say that 
some men don’t try harder than others. 

Eisenhower, for example, is being credit- 
ed with being wholly sincere when he prom- 
ises to cut the budget to $70 billion his first 
fiscal year in office (it’s $79 billion this 
year). The second year, he thinks, it could 
be pared to $60 billion. 

But will the Russians agree to our budget 
cuts? 

It’s a sad situation when we have to ask 
them; but that’s what it amounts to. 

More than $50 billion of the present $79 
billion budget is for arms and other military 
purposes, directed at holding the Russians 
at bay. Any promises to make big cuts in 
that outlay must be based on the assump- 
tion that Stalin won’t make any more moves 
against the Western world.

Adlai Stevenson, like Eisenhower, has ex- 
pressed hope that the budget can be cut in 
future years. But he has been less specific 
than the GOP candidate. 

Besides pointing out that the size of the 
budget finally depends on international de- 
velopments, Stevenson may remember some 
fairly recent political history. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, in his first campaign back in ’32, 
promised sharp budget cuts. 

What’s happened since, needless to point 
out, makes that one look pretty foolish. 


What about the part of the budget—the 
minor part— that goes for spending other 
than military? 

The total, other than for defense, is about 
$29 billion in this year’s budget. Of that 
amount, about $11 billion is going for things 
associated with defense—military aid to 
allies, atomic energy, and $4% billion for 
veterans of past wars. 

In addition, almost $6% billion must go 
for interest. 

The balance of the budget comes to some 
$12% billion. Of that amount, almost $2 
billion is for farm subsidies, mainly price 
supports, in which cattlemen don’t figure. 


There’s little question that a President, 
intent on doing the job, could cut the pre- 
sent budget. By using a sharp scalpel rather 
than a meat axe to cut out the fat that lines 
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almost every federal agency’s “take”, an 
impressive saving could be made, without 
endangering U. S. security. 

But it’s a tough job to find the fat, and 
an even tougher one to beat down the bu- 
reaucrats who are feeding off it—and the 
lawmakers who want it there because it 
means votes. It will take some time for a 
new President, however good his intentions, 
to do the job. 

* 


Ranchers and farmers who figure their 
future operations on the theory that big 
government spending is to continue will be 
right, more than likely. Although that may 
mean continued good demand for farm prod- 
ucts and fairly good prices, it also means 
continuing high production costs. 

Farm economists say there is little sign 
of lower production costs in the near future, 
and perhaps fgr a year or mors. They pre- 
dict that costs of operation, now running 
some 4 percent above last year, may con- 
tinue slightly upward for awhile. 

Result is that net income for farmers in 
52 will be somewhat less than last year, 
even though gross returns are going to be 
higher. 

USDA confirms what cattlemen already 
are sure of; namely, that more cattle and 
calves are going to market this fall than 
last, and that more of them will be market- 
ed off grass. 

The Department also believes that the 
difference between prices of fed cattle and 
others is likely to become more so. As 
USDA puts it: 

“Price of fed cattle have shown more 
strength than prices of cows and of lower 
grade steers and heifers. This wider price 
spread between grades may continue for 
several months, even though a small season- 
al rise for all classes could take place in late 
fall or early winter.” 


Eisenhower, too, is starting to reveal his 
line of attack against the Democratic farm 
program, As in his recent speech in Omaha, 
Neb., he’ll emphasize that the farmers’ 
freedoms are being threatened by “regimen- 
tation” in the form of production controls, 
and other gimmicks that go with subsidies. 

The GOP candidate also can be expected 
to use the “corruption” issue to woo farm 
votes. Some capital may be made of the re- 
cent Senate Agriculture Committee report on 
USDA’s grain storage program. 

In the report, written by a Democrat, 
Committee Chairman Ellender of Louisiana, 
the Department is taken to task for poor 


management of grain storage to support 
crop prices. This mismanagement, the re- 
port charges, was an aid and comfort to 
commercial warehousemen who embezzled 
$10 million worth of government grain. 

* 


There hasn’t been much difference be- 
tween the stands of Eisenhower and Steven- 
son on farm policy; but they’ll find some 
issues, weak though they may be, to go to 
the mat with. 

The Stevenson line is beginning to show 
itself. He’ll keep on stressing that the GOP 
candidate is stealing the Democratic farm 
plank, such as the guarantee of 90 percent- 
of-parity price support for “basic” crops. 

But, Stevenson will add, Eisenhower won’t 
be able to keep such programs in force, be- 
cause his own party is against them. The 
Democratic candidate will then review the 
record of GOP votes in the Congress to 
support his contention. 

Behind the scenes now, in Washington, 
Democratic strategists are going over the 
Republican farm voting record with a fine 
tooth comb to supply Stevenson with Am- 
munition. Some of it was to be used by Tru- 
man who is starting his whistlestop tour as 
this is written.

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“Test Tube” Steers Pack on the Pounds 
Wyoming Calves Have Averaged 2.3 Pounds Per Day

HE JOURNAL COVER of September, 

1950, showed 300 commercial Doddie 
heifers in the corrals of the Willow Grove 
Land & Cattle Company of Wood Lake, 
Nebraska. These heifers had just been 
brought in for shipment to Andy Anderson 
of A Bar A Ranch, Encampment, Wyoming. 
On this page we present some of the steers 
produced by the “cover picture” heifers. 
There is nothing unusual in this except, that 
as far as the JOURNAL has been able to 
learn, they represent the first commercial 
beef cattle produced, on a large scale, by 
artificial insemination. 

These Angus steers, the product of large 
scale artificial insemination, are being fed 
by George Pitts of Bloomington, Illinois. 
They are the first Blacks ever fed by the 
veteran McLean county, Illinois, beef pro- 
ducer. And they have sold him on the “do- 
ability” of the Doddies. From late last “all 
until the farm: was visited five months later 
these Wyoming had averaged 2.3 
pounds gain daily, and after being on feed 
some four months were handling 19 pounds 
of grain a day with no signs of any of them 
“going off feed.”

Pitts commented. “Are they

exceptional, or is it just bred into Angus?” 
Your reporter’s answer was to the effect 
that it was something of both—a combina- 
tion of a bunch of well bred calves coupled 
with the inherent good doing qualities of the 
breed. 

For fear purebred breeders may think 
that artificial insemination on a large scale 
is a coming trend they may relax. It in- 
volves more labor and management than 
most ranches would want to try, except for 
a special purpose, in the case of the A Bar 
A project. Actually the artificial insemina- 
tion work at A Bar A is not for the produc- 
tion of steer calves, but for the production 
of large numbers of heifers for her replace- 
ment—large groups of half-sisters. The 
steers are the by-product of this program, 
but a very high quality product. 

In addition to the 300 head of Willow 
Grove females, which are being bred this 
year, artificially, for the third time, the 
Andy Anderson commercial ‘herd also in- 
cludes sizpble numbers from the Archie 
Ginther herd at Harlowtown, Montana, and 
from Howard Barnes of Cody, Nebraska. A 
Bar A is getting 200 more Willow Grove 
yearling heifers this spring. - 

The A Bar A owner says that in artificial 
insemination work it is best to have them 
“divided into groups of 100 and not over 150 


head. Each morning the riders gather them 
and cut out the ones in heat into a pen next 
to a chute. They are allowed to stand until 
noon or afternoon and then bred. The next 
day the process is repeated.” 

Andy Anderson believes that the best 
method is to breed yearling heifers natural- 
ly, and then for the second, and succeeding 
calves, breed them artificially, “We have 
found that yearling heifers will produce a 
60 per cent calf crop by breeding artificial- 
ly for two heat periods.” After that they 
are turned out with a bull. “With cows that 
have previously calved we have had a good 
record. With one group of 117 we had an 87 
per cent settling period—then a pick up bull 
for a third period.” 

Bulls being used at A Bar A for artificial 
insemination have been sons and grandsons 
of Eileenmere 487th. Sire of most of the 74 
steers in the Pitts feed lot in Illinois was 
Homeplace Eileenmere 41st. He has since 
died. The calves dropped on the Wyoming 
ranch this spring were by Homeplace Ei- 
leenmere 91st, bought in the spring of 1951. 

The advantages of having a herd of com- 
mercial cows closely related in blood and 
similar in type are obvious. This is the rea- 
son Andy Anderson project. “After we lay 
a female foundation we can then experiment 
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with other strains of bulls for future devel- 
opment. 

“The future female culling program will be 
vitally important to the development of the 
herd. It is quite possible that our present 
method of culling could be entirely wrong. 
It would seem that a much more sure way 
to cull would be to let the cow calve and 
then keep records on the calf as to gain, 
dressing percentage, etc., and then either 
cull or keep the cow. Culling by sight, as it 
is done now, does not mean much as too lit- 
tle is known of each animal’s capabilities.” 

George Pitts heard of the A Bar A “test 
tube” steers through a friend and neighbor, 
Adlai Rust. The vice president of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association

had planned to take them for one of his 
farms, but was forced to change his plans. 

The McLean county feeder, who has al- 
ways fed out whitefaces, had been looking 
for some top Angus steers with possible In- 
ternational competition in mind. So when 
the A Bar A Blacks became available he lost 
no time in getting out west to close the deal. 

Of the 74 steers in the feedlot all but five 
or six are definitely top cut and are strik- 
ingly alike in conformation. They are a good 
headed bunch, wide across the loin and 
through the rear quarter. “There isn’t a 
high tail head in the bunch,” their owner 
commented, And he was right. 

Although George Pitts isn’t committing 
himself as yet it seems very likely that Ab- 


erdeen-Angus fans will see the “test tube 
steers” at the 1952 International. And these 
sons of Homeplace Eileenmere 41st could be 
some tough competition.

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| te Chicago Market Trend: 


OST OF US have difficulty in seeing 

beyond the end of our nose and in 
most instances someone has to point out this 
fact to us before we realize the truth of the 
matter. Such is the case in the big business 
of cattle feeding at the present time. 

If you have spent time in the stock yards 
as I have, the question “what is the matter 
with the cattle market?” is a very familiar 
one. Naturally, the question is asked by the 
man who is in possession of cattle he is 
about to market in the near or distant fu- 
ture and apparently his vision has been ob- 
secured by these same cattle he has his mon- 
ey tied up in and he has been unable to see 
the obvious. 

Let’s go back aways. Last year at this 
time the cornbelt cattle feeder was in a 
pretty good position from a money angle. 
His cattle were returning good margins and 
he was again in the market for replacement 
cattle. His money jingled in his pockets and 
he was able to pay higher prices for his 
needs, or so he thought. The result was that 
there was a good scramble for stockers and 
feeders and the price moved upward as de- 
mand brought pressure from the buying 
side. Unheard of prices were paid for re- 
placement cattle of all ages and wiser stock- 
ers and feeders at Chicago and other mar- 
kets soared to new record highs and still the 
cornbelt feeder paid the price with only a 
minimum of resistance, for he felt that the 
market could stand the prices and he was 
willing to take the chance. During the 
months of July and August 1951, a total of 
nearly 500,000 head of cattle and calves 
moved into the nine cornbelt states. 

Time passed and the cattle waxed fat, but 
the cost of producing the beef was increased 
by the fact that many feeders had to buy a 
good deal of their corn as a result of a poor 
corn crop in 1951. Some of the cattle bought 
last fall moved to market as yearlings and 
handy-weight fat stock and the trend of the 
beef cattle market was downward instead of 
up as many cattle feeders had hoped for. 
The average cattle feeder was confident that 
prices would get better and when a sharp 
decline swept into the fat cattle market in 
mid-1952 many cattle feeders took the at- 
titude that the decline was only temporary 
and they were unwilling to market cattle 
that were ready, attempting to force the 
market higher. But they did not reckon with 
the big volume of cattle that had gone into 
feed lots in the fall of 1951 and the long 
awaited recovery did not materialize, prices 
slipping further down the list, while the cat- 
tle that had been held back continued to put 
more pounds on their frame. Soon many of 
these cattle had graduated into the heavy- 
weight class and the marketward movement 
got. under way out of necessity.

Now, we come to the answer to “what is 
wrong with the cattle market?” Not a dog- 
gone thing is the matter with the market. 
Who ever dreamed that the trade would hold 
up so well as it did during the month of 
September in the face of heavy marketing, 
hot weather and competition from cheap 
pork? 

Just to point out a fact, be it known that 
during the four weeks ending on September 
27th, inspected packers at the major pack- 
ing centers butchered 22 per cent more cat- 
tle than in the same period of 1951. The 
four week kill amounted to 935,935 head, 
compared with only 763,199 head in the 
same period of 1951. Not only was volume 
bigger, but the tonnage of beef produced 
was bigger by virtue of the extra pounds 
carried by a good many of the long-fed 
cattle. 

Further, the volume of cattle received at 
Chicago during the month of September at 
188,800 head was the biggest for any Sep- 
tember month since 1947. Only two totals 
have been bigger since 1945. 

There were times during the month when 
the market was faced with some hold-overs 
of cattle from day to day, but generally 
speaking, the trade did a real good job of 
absorbing the big beef production, while 
prices for the various grades and weights of 
steers and yearlings ranged unevenly steady 
to as much as $5.00 per ewt. lower than the 
close of the month of August. Handy- 
weight and yearling cattle of quality man- 
aged to hold steady, big cattle getting some 
of the decline, while the bigger run of grass 
fat cattle found losses of as much as $5.00 
per cwt. as these kinds lost a lot to competi- 
tion. 

So, in reality the cattle market has done 
an exceptionally good job of taking care of 
big supplies and big animals, with no let-up 
in receipts in the immediate future and the 
trade is still willing to take on additional 
cattle. 

Many cattle have sold at prices well be- 
low what they cost going into the feed lot, 
but others not only dipped a bit, but late in 
the month of September many cattle were 
actually losing quite a bit of money, some- 
thing the cornbelt cattle feeder had forgot- 
ten existed, as a result of the several years 
of higher margins of fat over feeder cattle. 

Grass-fat cattle were late in moving to- 
ward the market as the ideal weather made 
for plenty of grass and cattle were held to 
take advantage of the natural feed avail- 
able. This was true of corn-belt catfle as 
well as cattle out of the southwest. At the 
present movement is up a bit as the season 
draws near a close. 


The losses sustained by cattle feeders 
during the past year have made him and his 
group a more cautious set of individuals. 
There has been a bit of fluctuation in the 
market for stockers and feeders during the 
month of September and despite the fact 
that the movement into cornbelt feed lots 
has been at a high level. Many farmers still 
intend to buy replacements, but they are 
hoping for a reduction in prices and the re- 
sult has been some slowness in the final 
weeks of the month. 

One thing the cattle feeder has to be 
thankful for this year is the big corn crop 
in the making. Growing weather was ideal 
and the corn was very early, most of it be- 
ing safe when frost hit the cornbelt, This 
will encourage cattle feeders, but many of 
them cling to the desire to get calves below 
$30.00 per cwt. and yearlings down below 
$25.00. 

Butcher stock was scarce during the 
month, but the big decline that moved into 
the market in September found prices $1.00 
or more lower than late in August. This was 
true of cows and bulls, while calves held up 
fairly well, only big weights being hit by 
sharp price cutting. 

Lower prices were the rule in the hog 
market where the worst price break of 1952 
hit the hog market in September, carrying 
the general level of prices to a five-month 
bottom. The decline was the most severe 
since last November and members of the 
trade here attributed the abnormal collapse 
of prices mainly to the unfavorable publicity 
pork got as a result of the governments cam- 
paign to stamp out hog disease called VE.

About Calf Diphtheria 

‘The other day an owner reported that his 
calves seemed to have some kind of a dis- 
ease. They were all running tegether and 
getting the same feed, but some were doing 
fine while others were wasting away to skin 
and bones. The affected ones were rough 
coated and pot bellied, with some being com- 
pletely off feed and others eating normally. 
They coughed considerably, and a few of 
them made snoring sounds when they 
breathed, while others panted and slobbered 
like they might be coming down with pneu- 
monia. These symptoms had been noticed 
for quite awhile, but when the second calf 
died the owner decided it was time to find 
out what was wrong. 

An investigation showed he was right, for 
the calves had diphtheria. Examination of 
the mouths revealed yellow cheesy deposits 
at various places along the gums and 
around the cheek linings where the flesh 
was rotting away and causing soreness that 
discouraged eating. In some calves the in- 
fection had progressed well down the throat 
and up into the nostrils to almost close the 
air passages so breathing was made dif- 
ficult. Many of the animals were running 
fevers, probably because tissue destruction 
had caused generalized blood poisoning. 

Calf diphtheria is a fairly common disease 
that is caused by the same germ responsible 
for foot rot in cattle. It usually starts only 
after something injures the mouth to give 
the germs a suitable place for growth. Poor 
diets that encourage sore mouths through 
vitamin deficiencies are frequently invoived, 
and feeding milk from dirty pails sometimes 
helps to get outbreaks started, too. Al- 
though frequently seen in calves kept in 
filthy stables, the disease sometimes ap- 
pears when calves are in the cleanest of 
quarters or even in feed lots or running on 
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pasture. Outbreaks are commonest during 
the winter in calves about six months old, 
but they may occur at any time of the year 
and sometimes involve animals a couple of 
years old. 

The trouble is usually identified through 
the typical rotten areas of yellow cheesy 
material in the mouth and throat. However, 
pneumonia often goes along with diphtheria, 
probably because of lowered resistance in 
the calves. Treatment usually doesn’t do 
much good in advanced cases, but various 
of the sulfas, particularly sulfapyridine, 
sometimes appear to help. Dosage of these 
drugs is dependent on the size and physical 
condition of the individual animals, Some- 
times medical treatment is combined with 
removal of the cheesy deposits and painting 
the raw areas with various kinds of astrin- 
gents and antiseptics. Whenever they’re 
available the services of a veterinarian will 
probably be cheaper in the long run than 
any kind of home treatment. 


Although quite a bit seems to depend on 
luck at times, prevention is pretty much a 
matter of good feeding and providing clean 
quarters for the calves. They must be 
watched constantly, for some animals are 
allergic to various milk substitutes and pat- 
ent calf foods that are completely satisfac- 
tory under most conditions. Regardless of 
the actual cause, many types of allergies 
cause drying and cracking of tissues in the 
mouth so diphtheria germs have a chance to 
start growing. The same thing is true in 
regard to various vitamin deficiencies and 
calves differ widely in their individual re- 
quirements. Coarse roughage and feeds like 
fox tail and barley beards should be avoid- 
ed, since such materials often cut mouths 
and invite outbreaks of diphtheria. In case 
the disease does show up in your herd, you’d 
better isolate the affected animals so they 
don’t eat from the same boxes and drink 
from the same receptacles as your other 
calves. After all, the disease is contagious 
and will spread when conditions are right, 
so you'd better not take chances with it.

John Fitch...58 Years with Aberdeen-Angus 


IN A PIONEER HERD—Above are some of the cows

John Fitch, who has spent 58 years with Angus 
cattle, gets some special attention from one of his 
pets—known to farm visitors as “the kissing cow.” 
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Another milepost linking the pioneering 
days of the Aberdeen-Angus breed with 
1952 will pass late in November with the 
dispersion of the John Fitch herd at Lake 
City, Iowa. 

It was in 1894 that John Fitch, a young 
man in his early 20s, became interested in 
the new breed of beef cattle from Scotland. 
It was in 1896 that the young Iowan had 
some black and hornless calves to register, 
and took out his membership in the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 
Thomas McFarlane was then the secretary, 
the Association headquarters were at Har- 
vey, Illinois, and registration numbers had 
just passed the 25,000 mark. Wallace Estill 
was Association president that year. 

The Fitch herd is the oldest in America, 
if not internationally, under the continuous 
ownership of one man. Today, at 80, with 
no close relatives to carry on, John Fitch 
has made the decision to disperse—“the 
hardest decision I have ever had to make.” 
This is understandable as one follows John 
through the herd and sees cows come up to 
him in the pasture for special petting and 
perhaps some special tidbit from his jacket 
pocket. 

It was also a hard decision to make be- 
cause the quality and breeding of the herd 
represents the culmination of a lifetime of 
effort. “In recent years I have had some 
unusually good breeding bulls that nicked 
well with my cows.” Again this was a state- 


ment that needed no elaboration for the evi- 
dence was on the ground—the 1952 and 1951 
calf crops. Thickness and quality were es- 
pecially noticeable in the bull end of these 
crops, while the heifers were much above 
average. 

In 1894 John Fitch’s father was a Short- 
horn breeder in Calhoun county, Iowa. It 
was a period of depressed prices. “We were 
getting two and three cents a pound for our 
cattle that year. One day a man came on 
the farm from a nearby community, He was 
raising Aberdeen-Angus cattle and priced 
us females at $50.00 per head. I was inter- 
ested but father couldn’t see trading two of 
our cows for one of this new breed. But the 
following spring, in 1895, this man sold his 
cattle to move west and we went to the sale, 
bouncing over the frozen prairie ruts in a 
lumber wagon. It paid to wait a little for I 
bought my first Angus heifers for $32.50.” 


In following years, and after the turn of 
the century, cattle were bought from many 
of the established herds of the breed includ- 
ing those of W. A. McHenry, M. A. Judy, 
and others. 

Mr. Fitch attended the first International 
in 1900. “Stanley Pierce, just a young fel- 
low, showed Advance to the grand cham- 
pionship of the steer show. Barbara McHen- 
ry 13th was junior champion female that 
year for the McHenry herd. Charlie Escher 
had the senior champion bull, a son of 
Heather Lad of Emerson 2d. Lady of Mead-

MODERATE GRAZING PAYS 
LONG-RANGE DIVIDEND 

Grazing studies at the University of IIli- 
nois experiment station at Dixon Springs 
show that moderate grazing pays off in bet- 
ter pastures and more meat production per 
acre. 

According to H. A. Cate, extension spe- 
cialist at the station, the advantage grows 
from year to year. The moderately grazed 
fields maintain a desirable mixture of 
grasses and legumes, while heavily grazed 
fields have lost most of their legumes. In a 
foux-year check at the station, more pounds 
of meat have been produced per acre on the 
moderately grazed fields.

WESTERN ASSOCIATION 
PROTESTS THREE BULL RULING 

The following letter to Mr. Frank Rich- 
ards, dated August 29th, came to the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal office with the request 
that this letter be published so that other 
associations, and breeders, could protest the 
elimination of the class of three bulls, any 
age, by one sire, owned by exhibitor. This 
class was eliminated by action of the Board 
of Directors of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association and will be 
effective for the 1953 show season. 


Dear Mr. Richards: 

At a meeting of the Western Aberdeen- 
Angus Association held in Denver on May 
21st, resolutions were passed pertaining to 
certain changes in the 1953 show classifica- 
tions, voted by the board of directors of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. 

These resolutions follow: 

Resolved that the Western Aberdeen- 
Angus Association protests the elimina- 
tion of the class of three bulls any age, 
by one sire, owned by exhibitor, for the 
reason that we believe that greater 
rather than less emphasis should be 
placed on the showing and use of good 
bulls. 

Resolved further that the Western Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Association protests the 
elimination of the produce of dam class 
from the 1953 classifications because 
this action will reduce the importance 
of each breeder studying and preserv- 
ing the best qualities in his female herd. 

We would like not only to have you aware 
of our sentiments but would also like to 
have this published in the Angus Journal. 
In this manner we want to go on record 
with the American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association as well as the Journal, A 
copy of this letter is being sent to the 
Journal. 

We believe that comments of other local 
associations regarding the elimination of 
these classes would be of interest. Respect- 
fully submitted Western Aberdeen-Angus 
Association, Inc., Lawrence B. Lehman, 
Secretary; Chairman of the Resolutions 
Committee.

FREEZING MEAT

before cooking affect the flavor of the 
meat? 

These are among the points covered by 
the National Live Stock and Meat Board in 
a survey conducted among thousands of 
farm and city women who have visited the 
Board’s educational meat exhibits in recent 
weeks at leading state fairs. 

This survey revealed that 28 per cent of 
these homemakers store frozen meat in food 
lockers, 36 per cent in home freezers and 40 
per cent in the freezing compartments of 
their refrigerators. Some use at least two 


types of equipment for storage, and only 4 
per cent are without storage facilities. 


The Board points out that studies have 
shown that beef can be safely stored at zero 
degrees F. for 12 months, pork for 6 months, 
lamb for 9 months and ground meats for 3 
months. The results of the survey in which 
women were asked their opinions on the pe- 
riod for safe storage showed that 87 per 
cent were correct in the case of lamb, 77 per 
cent in the case of beef, and 70 per cent in 
the case of pork. Only 51 per cent were 
right as regard ground meats, however, 
since 49 per cent indicated storage periods 
beyond the recommended 3 months limit. 

Eighty-four per cent of the women polled 
said that they liked cooked frozen meat as 
well as cooked meat which had not been 
frozen. 

Forty-two per cent of the women voted 
that “convenience” was the most important 
reason for having a locker or home food 
freezer. Thirty-four per cent regarded 
“money-saving” as being most important 
while 24 per cent said that “better meat” 
was the chief benefit accruing from such 
equipment. 

Citing figures obtained from the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, the Board reports that 
the average worker can buy more meat to- 
day with an hour of labor than could be 
purchased with an hour of labor in 1929. 
However, 62 per cent of those polled on this 
question had the opposite opinion, only 38 
per cent being in agreement with the state- 
ment. 


On the question, “Does removal of the 
bone before cooking affect the flavor of the 
meat?”, 71 per cent of those queried an- 
swered “yes” and 29 per cent “no”. It is 
evident, the Board points out, that those 
voting in the affirmative based their belief 
on an old theory that flavor is more desir- 
able when meat is cooked with the bone in. 
Many tests, however, have shown that the 
presence or absence of the bone does not af- 
fect the flavor of the cooked meat, the 
Board asserts.

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liner afloat, just a bit smaller than the 
Elizabeth. The American traveler would 
possibly like the latter better as the decora- 
tions are less formal than on the Mary and 
the stewards a bit less reserved. Both ships 
are well handled and the service is much 
better than on an American ship. The crew 
on either want you to think their ship is the 
best and are concerned that you enjoy your 
voyage. Class on ships is much discussed 
and often criticized by Americans. Yet, have 
you ever lived in any American small town 
where there has not been a type of class dis- 
tinction, which they call cliques? On class 
ships one who can afford to pay but little, 
travels partially at the expense of the first 
class passengers. I have traveled different 
ways but often one finds more snobbery in 
second class than in first. This question of 
class will be settled about as soon as that 
of religion. John traveled cabin class as 
ordinarily there are younger people there. 
On these ships one has the comforts of a 
small city and our voyage was smooth. By 
the way, I recommend to anyone who is vis- 
iting Europe on their own, to make the east- 
ward journey by ship as acquaintances made 
during the voyage are often helpful in se- 
curing contacts abroad. 


While in Chicago we had gone to John’s 
doctor for belated small pox vaccinations. 
He gave us an assortment of pills—pills fer 
minor dysentery, pills for chronic dysen- 
tery, seasick pills, and even chlormycetin.

In another generation, there will be no nat- 
ural immunity and everyone will have to 
carry dog tags to show to what wonder 
drugs they are allergic. Modern medicine 
may prolong life but it sure makes one 
worry about it. 


The ship hove to at Cherbourg, where a 
large portion of the passengers disembarked 
onto a tender in the early morning mist. 
There is always something gripping about 
a strange harbor, vaguely appearing from 
the early morning haze. There is a definite 
challenge which gives one a feeling of quiz- 
zical confidence. The large fortifications of 
the war were still standing sentinel in the 
harbor. 


As we approached Southampton it re- 
sembled a large “Pick up Stick” game of 
ships masts and spars. Southampton has a 
very modern dock like that of a railroad 
station where one may rest and read while 
luggage is brought from the ships. At most 
harbors one has to stand, impatiently, often 
in the cold, waiting for baggage. The only 
bad feature of this waiting room is, that one 
must often embarrassingly resay good byes 
that have already been said on the ship. The 
boat train for London is quite up to old 
standards. The countryside was now defi- 
nitely English—not the old thatched roofs, 
but the chimney-studded tiled roofs, the brus-

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sel sprout beds, and the lace curtains. There 
were still some signs of bomb damage, but 
worse than that was the very few chimneys 
from which smoke was rising. This meant 
that in many of these homes there were peo- 
ple who were cold in spite of coal mines and 
potential labor. The bomb damage was 
herioc because it reminded one of the cour- 
age of the people, but the smokeless flues 
were shameful. Socialism is the sleeping pill 
of economy. Give every man the same ra- 
tion, the same medical service, then who 
would want to work in a coal mine? Under 
this system we find red caps by the score in 
stations where three or four would suffice. 
With the same socialistic ration there is no 
incentive for the overstaffed station help to 
go to the coal mines. Don’t blame the min- 
ers. It takes either incentive or force to 
stimulate any kind of labor (even writing). 
Force in some other form of “ism” usually 
follows socialism. Oh well, experts can 
dream beautiful theories but natural laws 
just keep on disregarding them, England is 
now adding incentive by permitting boys to 
evade army service by promising to work 
in mines until twenty-five years of age. 

We arrived at historic Waterloo Station 
in ‘London—London, the mother of cities, 
with her wrinkled streets, her modestly 
dressed pedestrians, her conservative cabs, 
her time worn buildings, her helpful bob- 
bies, her sage cabbies, and her gently flow- 
ing Thames, brings" back the works of Dick- 
ens, Tennyson and Goldsmith. Some few 
people might not like London but no one 
could hate her. 

Similarly, I have always liked the Savoy 
Hotel altho I find the bills annoying. They 
unpack your bags, take first class care of 
laundry and your room is always in order. 
There is no hotel where the service is quite 
as complete with perhaps certain exceptions, 
which you would not expect in a respectable 
establishment. 


John immediately noticed the politeness 
of Londoners. In waiting for a bus or street- 
car, movie or restaurant, everyone forms a 
queue. No one shoves or tries to sneak 
ahead. If they tried that they would not 
punish them but send them either to an in- 
sane asylum or back to Chicago. For any 
service one says “thank you”, whether it is 
on a tram, lift, or at the cinema. “Thank 
you” became a bit diluted by overuse. 

The day after we arrived was a sad day 
in Britain. The good King means more to a 
Briton than the flag to the United States. 
He represents the stability of the empire, 
the exemplary family. At every evening 
meal from the miner to the Lord, the con- 
versation begins—Well, what did Margaret 
do today, or what did the King do today? 
They are a part of the family and a part of 
the family conversation. This King was one 
of the finest. He never slighted a duty, was 
it to the poor, the hospitals, or the industry 
of the nation. His family was exemplary, 
certainly, Margaret Rose was a bit vivaci- 
ous, but that lent a human flavor for which

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she should not be censored. King George 
himself had worked hard, first to correct his 
defective speech, and then, always to make 
his appearances proper. The fact that the 
people loved him was expressed by the four 
and a half mile queue, six deep, that waited 
often six hours and more to see the beir. 
This went on all night long in cold rain. 
The funeral procession made up of digni- 
taries and various guards was impressive, 
but the Scottish pipers with their mournful 
funeral dirge—almost a constant wail—will 
be the longest remembered. 

One of the interesting people I had met 
on board was a Mr. d’Engelbronner. As a 
boy of twelve he had been with his father 
in Minnesota building railroads and lumber- 
ing with Hill. He had spent a great deal of 
his life in Java and at present is retired at 
Readleaf Pennshurst. At seventy-four he 
was as alert as a man of forty-seven, and 
the last day I was in London had driven in 
from Pennshurst through deep snow. 


John and I were luncheon guests at his 
home, which had housed seven hundred 
twenty soldiers during the war. His estate 
had tree specimens from all over the world. 
He even had sequoia from California three 
feet in diameter. This is one of the last 
large estates in England and he one of the 
last empire builders, and it had to be open 
to the public certain times a week to meet 


™ expenses. There are only about sixty people 


in the British Isles with net incomes, after 
taxes, of over $16,000 a year. One wonders 
why people do not emigrate to Canada or 
Australia. The British Isles could stand to 
lose 20,000,000 people and their colonies 
would certainly welcome them. Again, do- 
mestic policy makes a dilemma, Those who 
have something are allowed to take but lit- 
tle with them—hence they will not move— 
those who have nothing are nevertheless 
guaranteed their keep, “cradle to the grave”, 
and they will not leave. They are so accus- 
tomed to social security that any personal 
gamble makes them fearful. 


Sunday, February 17th, we left for Bon- 
nie Scotland. I just had to visit Crief, where 
in 1947 I had had such a wonderful time. Re- 
visiting a place is often like relighting a 
cigarette, it had lost its original fresh 
flavor and often has only a drugging effect. 
John thought it was wonderful but there 
were none of my old friends and the Drum- 
mand Arms had changed ownership. The 
next day John and I went on top of the 
Knock to get a view of the snow-capped 
Highlands. The view with the castle on one 
side and the heathered and snowy hills was 
indeed Scotland. 


After the late Dr. John Ashton’s splendid 
article on the cattle of Scotland, it leaves 
little for the Minnesota Farmer to say. The 
people of Scotland are the important thing. 
It takes good, sound and imaginative people 
to raise good cattle. John was alert to no- 
tice the difference in the girls. If anyone

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had graciously driven me there. The out- 
standing trait I noted was the quality of 
the skin, loose and pliable and enough ef- 
femininity in the cows to guarantee good 
calf crops, and milking quality. I also visit- 
ed Rootes Glenalmond Estate with Manager 
Mr. Kelly—he showed me a fine bull which 
had been sold at Perth. These Scottish cat- 
tle apparently didn’t mind an Irish herds- 
man, as their condition for that time or year 
was good. 

One day I rented a car to visit not too 
dour a Scottsman by the name of Bob 
Adams at Newhouse of Glamis. His bull, 
Ervil of Harviestoun, sired the great calves 
at the Perth show, 1952. Bob has just bought 
a bull with the greatest pair of quarters I 
have ever seen in an Angus. He’s a bull to 
be watched. By the way, all the herds I 
visited taught me never to pass over Prides 
and Ericas for the more unusual names. 
Annette may be a prettier name but Anna 
may have the pulchritude. 

On February 21st we went to Inverness. 
This was strictly a crossing bull sale which, 
tho disappointing, nevertheless gave me 
some comparison with the bulls in our 
smaller sales. I would say that quality was 
lower and the condition of the animals de- 
cidedly poorer. We were more impressed 
with the condition of the people. They all 
seemed busy and the economy showed it. 
The people looked both healthier and hap- 
pier than in England. Their woolen goods 
here was very fine and John bought a 
sweater outfit for his sister and a tartan 
tie as John Stuart Barker was certainly a 
Scottsman belonging to the Campbell clan. 
I was unable to get one as the leif Ericson 
clan had apparently quit making ties or 
moved farther north. 

From Inverness we entrained for Aber- 
deen, the granite city. I’ll swear the hearts 
of their businessmen are as cold and hard as 
the building-stone. One morning as we went 
into a large antique store I said to John, 
“We'll just go in to look. You'll see a lot of 
nice things here but when traveling one 
must build up a lot of sales resistance.” I 
thought I would teach him while he was 
young. When we were again on the street 
I saw a wry look on John’s face, for in my 
hands was a pair of duelling pistols, a large 
copper coal scuttle and a picture of a bird 
of which you or I have never heard. I hear 
about all three of them from my wife every 
day! 

We visited the Burnett’s, relatives of a 
farm neighbor, for whom we had brought 
some much appreciated bacon and canned 
meats. In the larger cities food rations were 
low and starchy. While there, Evelyn Bur- 
nett showed us the University, the Sir Wal- 
ter Scott Memorial, the Robert Burns statue 
and the very old church with its unique 
spire. 

We also visited the office of the Secretary 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Association, Mr. 
Keith, altho wanted in several other places, 
took time off to make arrangements for me

to visit other herds. Had an interesting dis- 
cussion with him on Angus families. He also 
seemed to corroborate my conclusions about 
Angus families. The Burgess family should 
not be omitted from the top class. 


From Aberdeen we visited Fordhouse, the 
home of William Reed. Here again hospi- 
tality and tea poured freely. Here I also 
saw some fine cattle and an especially nice 
Pride heifer with some very good quality 
Georginas and Juanas. John was high in his 
praise for Mr. Reed and thought Mrs. Reed 
had a perfect complexion. The children were 
husky and I hope they soon overcame their 
colds. 

We also visited Kirkton, the home of my 
Witch herd sire, which I had bought from 
Mrs. Fairlie at the Perth show in 1947. He 
was first at Perth and has sired several 
calves which have topped sales in this coun- 
try. This herd is composed of Witches, 
Blackbirds, and Ericas. The Witches at this 
farm had especially fine skin and good deep 
sides. Here we were indeed treated royally. 
At Kirkton I also met a novel Scottsman, a 
friend of the Fairlies, who had received the 
M. B. E. for heroic rescue of mountain climb- 
ers-either caught in some fissure or hurt 
in some fall. His square jaw and barrel 
chest showed a man of unlimited strength 
and energy. He was a classic. If I could 
borrow and change a statement of Steven- 
son, I would say, “There are people one can- 
not spend an evening with, and there are 
others one would like to spend a lifetime 
with.” I can sincerely say this of most of 
the Scottish people I was with. I had better 
be careful or the Minnesotans will have me 
deported. The Fairlies, including Pat and 
Dennis, also operate a two thousand acre 
hill farm on which they maintain a stock of 
600 blackface ewes. I was sorry to be able to 
spend such a short visit here but had to go to 
Edinburgh that night. 


John left me at Edinburgh to go on his 
own through Ireland and to meet me again 
in London. 

Mr. Sinclair sent a car for me to visit 
Dalmeny. Here I saw Janet 13th, Janessas, 
and other beautifully backed cows—cows 
whose backs resembled Paul Bunion’s iron- 
ing boards. I especially liked the deepest 
and well flanked bull, Jarrah Eric of Der- 
culich. 


The next day I took a bus from Edinburgh 
to Galashiels where I visited the home of 
the late Captain Thomas Elliot, Captain 
Elliot’s sister and Mr. and Mrs. Campbell, 
the son-in-law and daughter of Mrs. Elliot. 
Captain Elliot was one of the leading agri- 
culturalists of Scotland and at one time 
operated 70,000 acres in Sutherlandshire. 
The Minnesota farmer felt greatly honored 
when Captain Elliot, his wife, and daughter 
of Minneapolis, visited his farm. I found at 
Thirlstane, not only friendship but a fine lot 
of Aberdeen-Angus, picturesque Highland 
cattle and one of the finest bands of Black- 
faced sheep. I believe the Angus were at 
Wedderlie which was operated by the Camp- 
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W. B. Hissom “Wildet Angus Qarmsa”

Several good grandsons of 
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red coats from Todds. The hounds trailed 
the fox toward a thicket then one hound 
found the hot trail and the pack began to 
bay, the horn sounded and they were off.

It was time to get back to London. The 
trains showed the effects of government 
ownership. They had fallen into disrepair 
since 1947. The seats were dirty and frayed 
and the dining cars were anything but ap- 


petizing. The depots were smelly and refuse 
everywhere, with twenty or more redcaps 
loafing about. And the public owned radios 
were seldom used. In America we worry a 
great deal about the commercials, but at 
least we have programs that we care to 
hear. We are often like children who cry for 
green apples and then cry from the effect 
of them. 


I did not purchase any cattle on this trip, 
one reason being the outbreak of foot and 
mouth disease in Canada. At that time there 
were over 700 cattle in Scotland alone, own- 
ed by United States breeders. One can well 
imagine the difficulties that this situation 
brought about. These cattle ordinarily had 
to be quarantined in Canada sixty days be- 


fore entry to the United States. Now no cat- 
tle could enter the U. S. so there was no 
point in shipping them to Canada. The dif- 
fieulty also arose about feeding these cattle 
in Scotland and eventually how would they 
make financial settlement. Shipping had al- 
ways been difficult and had gone down to a 
dribble of fifty head per month. 

Shipping firms were afraid that if cattle 
came down with the disease on board that 
they would have to gut their ships. This 
disease is now prevalent in every country 
in the world excepting the United States 
and a few islands like the Guernsey and 
Jersey Isles. Elimination is the only solution 
so far. 

Now to get packed for Spain.

head killed has remained reasonably con- 
stant. And all of this adds up to a meat 
mess in the Argentine. 


Now, let’s take the case of Cuba—another 
country which has had long and erratic ex- 
perience with controls. 


So much for the Cuban situation. Now, 
let’s look at Europe. 

There’s Britain—a country full of con- 
trols. In the pre-controls period of 1936-38, 
British home production was averaging 
2,852,000,000 pounds of meat annually. In 
1950, the home production was 2,631,000,000 


over slaughter house operations, and even 
confiscated cattle and shipped them to mar- 
ket. But these measures did not stop the 
black market. Again, the government raised 
the ceilings. Still the cattle did not flow to 
market. But, what with drought, control- 
discouraged producers, and the black mar- 
ket, Cuban cattle population decreased to a 
low of 3,800,000 in 1945. 


pounds. The British consumption for the 
1936-38 average was 6,272,000,000 pounds, 
as against 5,598,000,000 in 1950. 


Cuba has an ideal cattle climate, and same 
of the richest grazing land on earth. But 
when politics put a ceiling on beef prices, 
the cattle producer was faced with such a 
heavy loss that he refused to market his 
cattle—and, once, the capital city of Havana 
was beefless for over a week! This brought 
on further manipulations by the Cuban gov- 
ernment. And in June of 1942, Cuba follow- 
ed the U. S. and created an Office of Price 
regulation—reading almost word for word 
like our OPA regulations—and prices were 
rolled back. And there was another period 
of serious black market operations. 

The popular front government of 1944— 
a government control government — took 


demands of an _ ever-greate) 
population. 


Now, with more raised ceilings, the cattle 
population is up to over four and one-half 
million—but this is still not enough for the 
Cuban domestic and export demand. And, 
according to current estimates, the pasture 
lands of Cuba can support more than seven 
million cattle! Remove the hobbling, haras- 
sing controls—Cuba’s beef production would 
take care of itself. But, under controls, the 
Cuban cattle industry has not been able to 
gear itself to the demands of the country 
for any considerable period, and, today, 
Cuba is considering subsidies to cattlemen— 
hoping to step up production to meet the

more meat to eat before controls than they 
did in the controlled year of 1950. 


According to my understanding, the coun- 
try which has made the greatest recovery is 
the only European country without controls 


—Western Germany. 


Are we in the United States going to 
learn from such lessor's??? If we are, we'd 
better forget about price controls on beef— 
for good! 

The production of feed generally requires 
long-time planning. And the production of 
beef requires a very long cycle. The imposi- 
tion of all sorts of artificial controls dis- 
turbs the cycle-planning and confidence of 
the producer—confuses and stymies the in- 
dustry—and automatically decrases produc- 
tion. The ceiling becomes the floor—the 
base—in any regulated market, and the 
price moves from there up—and out into 
the black market. 

Before controls were imposed on our live- 
stock and meat industry last year, the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture predicted the 
average American would have 148 pounds 
of meat to eat in 1951. This same U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture reported that citi- 
zens got only 138 pounds per citizen, Let’s 
take a look at the record before we had con- 
trols. In 1946, the United States citizen was 
getting an average of 154.7 pounds per citi- 
zen. In 1947, he was getting 155 pounds, So, 
here, as elsewhere, it seems that the more 
control, the less meat. 


Our own results, and the examples of Ar- 
gentina and Cuba, should convince us that 
more beef will be produced in a free econ- 
omy and in a free market than under any 
other set of conditions. The cases of Argen- 
tina and Cuba certainly prove that price 
controls and other controls are most dis- 
rupting and destructive to the cycle of beef 
production. To meet the minimum require- 
ments of the ever-increasing population of 
the United States, the increased production 
of feed and livestock is imperative. It is 
obvious that we cannot depend on imports. 
We must depend on ourselves, our proces- 
sors, our ranchers and farmers and their 
ability to increase the yield of the land. 
Today, their efforts are hobbled by gov- 
ernment controls—as in Cuba—as in Argen- 
tina—as elsewhere. And it is short-sighted, 
to say the least, for our government to urge 
increased production of all kinds of re- 
sources, and, at the same time, throw up 
barriers against increased meat production!

the Roy Meier herd at Jackson, Missouri, 
which is not too far north. There were five 
cows in this purchase. One of the herd bulls 
being used is owned in partnership with Roy 
Meier—M. A. F. Bandolier. This good breed- 
ing bull is a grandsen of Bandolier of Anoka. 

More recently, at the 1952 Penney & 
James sale, the new Missouri herd secured 
Homeplace Eileenmere 268th. He is a senior 
yearling son of “487th” out of a Master Bell 
Boy dam. 

The cow herd consists of representatives 
of the Zara, Ballindalloch Georgina, Gam- 
mer McHenry Barbara, Juana Erica, Bandy 
Maid Miss Burgess, Queen Mother, Pride 
and Blackbird families 

With the cow herd increasing more land is 
being put into pasture and hay crops. For- 
age standby is fescue and ladino clover, In 
this country both crops do unusually well 
and last year one pasture averaged one head 
per acre for the year, Part of the Kentucky 
31 fescue acreage serves double-duty—-fur- 
nishing both feed and seed. Around 200 
acres of fescue is combined each year. Last. 
year 350 pounds of seed was tiken per acre. 
After this June harvest the crop is pastured. 
Some of the land not only yields seed and 
pasture but is also cut for hay—making 
three crops a year. 

This production is not achieved on mar- 
ginal land but land which will produce a 
bale of cotton per acre, 70 to 80 bushels of 
corn or 35 to 40 bushels of soy beans per 
acre. 

The Taylor Brothers are not cattle hobby- 
ists but practical farmers and cattlemen. 
Their success with corn, cotton and soy 
beans has been achieved with good seed and 
good management. They figure their Doddie 
success will have to come the same way and 
they are building accordingly.

of a dam going back to Revolution of Sun- 
beam. Again a combination of great in- 
dividuals and great breeding. 

One of the j®nior sires used at Den-Mor, 
Prince Peer of Den-Mor, is out of the foun- 
dation Fannie Bess cow, Cremona Bessie, 
and by Prince Peer of Angus Valley. He 
also is proof of the adage that great bulls 
are sired by great bulls, and are out of 
great cows. Another case in point is the 
$30,000 Prince Erian 2d of Den-Mor now in 
the herd of Stanford Brothers of Donelson, 
Tennessee. Also by Prince Peer of Angus 
Valley he is out of another cow picked as a 
foundation animal because of individuality 
and breeding. Dam of this top young bull 
is K. B. Erianna 3d, a granddaughter of the 
International champion cow, Erianna B. 2d. 


Other cows were also picked carefully— 
a Gammer daughter of the International 
champion Wintonier 4th; a Maid of Bummers 
daughter of Esquire of Bordulac and her 
daughter by Wintonier 4th; two Rosemere 
Barbara daughters of Glencarnock Eric of 
Cremona; a Witch of Endor by Black Bur- 
gess of Sunbeam and out of the imported 
cow, Wardess; and there were others backed 
by the best of bloodlines. 

Den-Mor Farms is not a hobby, but a 
practical beef cattle breeding establishment 
and the home of the Dennis family. The 
oldest son, Max, while an attorney in nearby 
Wilmington is also much interested in the 
farm and herd and spends much time with 
his father on the farm. 

The 350 acres in the farm are ideally suit- 
ed for cattle. It is gently rolling and known 
locally as “sugar tree land” having been 
covered with hard maples in an earlier day. 
It is a type of soil which can produce 100 
bushel corn and also makes great grass land. 

Paul Dennis has done a lot of work with 
improved pasture mixtures and a year ago 
Den-Mor was the winner of the Clinton

The firm is Paul B. Dennis & Sons, Max, the eldest 

son, lives in Wilmington but spends a lot of time on 

the farm. Young David Dennis is at home and active 

with feeding and fitting when school work does not 
interfere. 


County oe, Improvement Contest. This 
past year 240 tons of grass silage was tried 
for the first time, and with excellent results 
on cows nursing late fall and winter calves. 
“The cows milked well and there wasn’t a 
single instance of scouring.” 

The grass mixture most favored at Den- 
Mor consists of brome, timothy, Buffalo 
alfalfa, big red clover, alsike and ladino. Of 
the legume part of this mixture the red 
clover produces feed the first year, as does 
the alsike, after which the ladino comes 
through along with the alfalfa. This is used 
in a five-year rotation program. This year 
seven acres produced 120 tons of silage. 

But the reason for all this is the Aber- 
deen-Angus herd, which was built around 
Prince Peer A. V. “Seeing a bull like Prince 
Peer in his mature form makes a person 
wish that we still had aged bull classes in 
shows,” a prominent breeder remarked not 
long ago. Aggressively masculine, wide and 
deep and with plenty of substance, Prince 
Peer A. V. has that alert eye and up-headed 
“lord of the acres” look about him. “I was 
sold on him the minute I saw him,” Paul 
Dennis admits. “If a bull with his type and 
style, with the breeding he had in him, did 
not become an outstanding breeding bull I 
figured a man might as well throw away 
the book, I didn’t see how he could miss.” 

That he didn’t miss is now a matter of 
Angus history. Just in his breeding prime 
he has sons and daughters that fill the bill 
and his grandsons and granddaughters are 
also examples that his stamping ability is 
being passed along. 

There is no disgrace in starting over, 
building on the lessons learned early in the 
business. And Paul Dennis would do it the 
same way—find “the bull”, and get some 
outstanding cows to go along with him.
